Baxter said Friday it voluntarily 
recalle d the plasma product after 
it discovered that a donor Inter 
died of Creutzfeldt-Jakob 
Disease, the company said. 

CJD,-a fatal neurological disor- 
der, has been linked with bovine 
spongiform encephalopathy, or 
mad cow disease, which has killed 
20 people in Britain. 

The recall affects less than 1 
percent of Baxter’s annual pro- 
duction, said Mary Thomas, a 
spokeswoman at the company’s 
Deerfield, DL, headquarters. 

The affected plasma product, 
called albumin, was distributed in

The boy was on a diving trip off 
the Florida Keys with his fnmily 
Thursday when he became fasci- 
nated with a shark switaming 
nearby. He pulled its tail, and the 
shark whipped around and bit 
him, the Coast Guard said. 

The captain aboard the diving 
vessel radioed the Coast Guard, 
which took the boy and shark by 
boat and then by ambulance to 
Fishermen’s HospitaL

That fluid, Amerscan 
Pulmonate H, is injected into 
patients requiring a lung scan and 
enables doctors using special 
equipment to' get a picture of the . 
lungs. 


NEW YORK (AP) — A govern- , 
ment-funded study in which poor 
black and. Hispanic boys were 
given a now-recalled diet drug to 
- test for violent tendencies is 
being criticized as risky and 
racist. The federal government 
has launched an investigation. 

Scientists at an institute affili- 
ated with Columbia University 
were testing the brain chemistry 
of 34. boys. using fenfluramine, 
which has since been taken off 
_ the market because of suspected 
links to heart-value damage in 
adults. It is the “fen" in the diet 
drug combination fen-phen. 

Critics say the experiments 
offered no medical benefits and 


put the children at risk. ' 

“These racist and morally 
offensive studies put minority 
children at risk of harm in ordfcr 
to prove they ore generally pit- 
disposed to be violent in/ the 
future,” said Vera Hassner 
Sharav, director of Citizens for 
Responsible Care in Psychiatry 
and Research. . J 

The researchers defended 
their efforts as a legitimate, _ 
attempt to understand the roots 

of violence. j

|Space shuttle Columbia 
Isoars with cast of thousands 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
i<— Brimming with thousands of 
K crickets, snails and other crea- 
vtures, shuttle Columbia soared 
Finto orbit Friday on a two-week 
{‘•mission to explore the mysteries 
v.of inner space — the brain. 

£ “It’s a little bit like n Cedi B. 
SDcMille production: years in the

j^said NASA’s chief veterinarian,

■ Weightlessness. 

The shuttle vaulted into a dear 
afternoon sky to the delight of the 
tens of thousands who jammed 
. the Kennedy Space Center in a 
postholiday crush. The ship glit- 
tered for nearly five minutes as it 
•sped toward the east. 

•' One day late in taking off, 
Columbia was outfitted with a new 
data processor to replace one that 
faded in the final hours of Thursday’s 
countdown. It also was loaded with a 
fresh batch of crickets and mice. 


As if there weren’t enough ani- 
mals on board — 2,052 crickets, 
snails, fish, rats and mice, to be 
exact — a bat tried to hitch a ride. 

The small, black bat attached 
itself to the back of the huge 
external fuel tank late in the 
countdown. Lnuqch director Cave 
King said he wasn't sure whether 
the bat was still clinging to the 
rank when the shuttle blasted off. 
If so, the bat became toast. 

The seven astronauts quickly 
began preparing Columbia’s bus- 
size laboratory for 16 to 17 days of 
neurological tests. Exams — some 
of them unpleasant — will be con- 
ducted on the crew and the animals. 

The shuttle is carrying 1,514 
crickets, nearly half in the soon-to- 
hatch egg stage. None is old enough 
to chirp. Also aboard ore 18 preg- 
nant mice, 152 rats, GO snails and 75 
snail eggs, and 233 fish. 

“One of die big goals of diis mis- 
sion is exploring inner space, or the 
innermost workings of the human 
nervous system,” one of Columbia’s 
four medical men, Dr. Dave 
Williams, said before the flight 

By knowing how the nervous 


system adjusts to weightlessness, 
NASA will be in a better posidon 
to send astronauts to Mars and 
establish moon colonics. 

The space agency also hopes to 
solve some of the nagging health 
problems that afflict astronauts 
in orbit as well as older people on 
Earth: insomnia, vertigo, imbal- 
ance, reduced blood pressure and 
weakened immunity. 

Twenty-six experiments valued 
at more than $100 million will be 
conducted during the mission. 
Among other things, the astro- 
nauts will be spun on a choir, 
jabbed with needles, covered 
with electrodes, squeezed into a 
decompression chamber, and 
monitored during sleep. 

The four oyster toadfish have 
electrodes in their heads to mea- 
sure nerve impulses, and 24 of 
the rats have temperature and 
heart rate sensors attached to 
their skulls. 

All of the mice and some of the 
rats will be killed and dissected . 
in orbit. Most of the other ani- 
mals will be killed for dissection 
once they return to Earth. 


Gambling rises among college students 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — 
Michael Hudspeth started gam- 
bling when he was in junior nigh, 
shooting craps for lunch money on 
the cafeteria floor. When he went 
off to college, he played dice 
aboard Missouri’s riverboat casinos. 

His losses grew from the $2 a 
day his mother gave him for 
lunch to $2,000 he once borrowed 
as a student loan — and he lost 
that in one night. 

“I would go to the boat every 
day,” said Hudspeth, 24, who 
often skipped his classes at 
Missouri . Western College in Sl 
J oseph to gamble five minutes 
away at the St. Jo Frontier Casino. 
“I don’t know, it’s just something 
about all the people and excite- 
' ment that keeps me going back.". 

Tbe spread of casinos around die 


Students who live dose to casi- 
nos are more prone to gambling 
addiction, said Michael Frank, a 
professor of psychology at 
Richard Stockton College in New 
Jersey, which has a dozen casinos 
in Atlantic City. -“It seems to bo - 
increasing in recent years." 

According to a 1997 study by 
Harvard Medical School’s 
Division on Addictions, about 
half of the college students sur- 
veyed in the United States and 
Canada said thoy had gambled at 
a casino during the previous year. 


At Louisiana State University 
in Baton Rouge, with two river- 
boats less than two miles from 
campus, a student was accused 
recently of bilking the school out 
of about $3,000 in a payroll 
scheme to support his gambling.

In New Jersey, “gambling is 
festering in every high school and 
college in New Jersey,” said 
Edward Looney, director of the

Just about 
any college in the country has 
students who gamble at race- 
tracks and cosines.” 

At the University of Kansas in 
Lawrence, which is within an 
hour’s drive of six casinos, students .

Tobacco trial 
defense downplays , 
addictiveness 

ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) — 
Nicotine provides about as much 
pleasure as coffee and chocolate 
but far less than alcohol, marijua- 
na or sex, according to research 
presented Friday by a witness for 
cigarette manufacturers. 

Peter Rowell, a professor and 
researcher at the University of 
Louisville, used several studies 
and textbooks to show that nico- 
tine is habit-forming but not 
addictive in the same way as 
drugs such as cocaine, morphine 
and heroin. 

“I would soy nicotine is on the 
low end of the spectrum ... more 
similar to caffeine than it is to 
the classical drugs of abuse in its 
pharmacological activity,”, said 
Rowell, testifying for the tobacco 
company defendants in 
Minnesota’s tobacco trial.

“The pleasant effects of smok- 
ing were found by Wnrburton 
(1988) to be of the same magni- 
tude as those of coffee and choco- 
late and far less than the pleasur- 
able stimulation associated with 
alcohol, amphetamines, amyl 
nitrite, cocaine, glue, heroin, 
marijuana and sex," Gilbert 
. wrote. 

“In terms of pleasurable relax- 
ation, tobacco and chocolate 
were equivalent, but significantly 
less relaxation-inducing, than 
alcohol, sex, sleeping -tablets and 
tranquilizers,” he said. !

CHICAGO — A1 Zaccagni was pleas- 
antly surprised when he opened on enve- 
lope from his auto insurer. The 
Springfield, III., man had received a 
rebate check from State Farm. 

For decades, auto insurance compa- 
nies apparently were unaware of the 
credo that what goes up, must come 
down. 

But now, premiums in at least 43 states 
and the District of Columbia are declin- 
ing for the first time since the late 1970s. 
Safer cars, better drivers — and competi- 
tion — are combining to bring rates 
.. down. 

The average policy is expected to 
decline 1 percent this year to $642 annu- 
ally, according to the Insurance 
. Information Institute, a Washington- 
based company that tracks rates. 

State Farm Insurance Co., for example, 
the nation’s largest auto insurer, is cut- 
ting prices around die nation and giving 
. a share of its profits to policyholders. 

“Health insurance, every insurance 
goes up, up, up, so it was quite a relief,” 
said Zaccagni, who pays premiums on 
two Huicks. 

In California, rates have fallen 5.5 per- 
cent to 10 percent during the past year, 
depending on the company and the 
motorist's driving record, said state. 
■ Insurance Commissioner Chuck 
Quackenbush. 

“I’m getting nothing but rate reduction 
requests from companies,” Quackenbush 
said. “The natural competitiveness of the 
companies has taken hold, and they're

fighting for market share out there.”' 

The drop is also attributed to reduc- 
tions in fraud and a crackdown on unin- 
sured motorists. In addition, insurance 
companies say Americans ore driving 
safer cars, the companies are earning 


more on premiums invested in the stock 
market and states are enacting tougher 
drunken driving laws. 

“The lawsuit mania that peaked in the 
‘80s and early ‘90s has died down, and 
we’re seeing that both the number of 
accidents and number of fatalities have 
come down,” said Carolyn Gorman, vice 
president of the Insurance Information 
Institute. 

But the biggest factor is the graying of 
America. 

“We've reached that bubble where 
we’re seeing the aging of the baby boom 
generation,” said Steve Witmcr, 
spokesman for Bloomington, Ill.-based 
State Farm. “When you get to a certain 
stage in life, you tend to change your dri- 
ving habits.” 

That fact alone should lead insurers to 
drop rates much foster and further, said 
Bob Hunter, director of insurance at the 
Consumer Federation of America. 

“We're entering the safest driving 
years for much of the population and the 
insurance companies arc hanging back,” 
Hunter said. “They're quick to change 
when- they believe things are getting 
worse, but don't believe it when they’re 
getting better. We encourage consumers 
to shop around.” 

Ms. Gorman warned, however, that the 
“baby boom echo” — children of baby 
boomers now reaching driving age — 
could turn things around. 

“Americans are increasingly buying or 
leasing sport utility vehicles, and it’s i^s- 
siblc that a number of those kids are 
going to be driving used ones in coming 
years,” she said.

Most broad-market measures also set 
new highs by a narrow margin as Wall 
Street quickly shrugged off a brief bout 
of renewed worry about Japanese and 
Asian recovery efforts. 

Stocks opened lower Friday after a 
second straight day of sharp declines in 
Tokyo and Europe, but the US. market 
quickly turned around as prices, particu- 
larly on consumer issues that had fallen 
out of favor in recent days, began looking 
attractive. 

x “The remarkable thing about this mar- 
ket is that one day you have a mixed 
environment and the next you have a 
tear to the upside,” said Eugene Perani, 
director of technical research at Janney 
Montgomery Scott in Philadelphia' “It 
underscores the fact that cash inflows 
into mutual funds arc continuing at a 
brisk pace, and investors ore willing to 
move into the market on narrow shocks.”

HAILEY - Blaine County Prosecutor 
Doug Werth seeks grant money to help 
fund a weekend juvenile detention 
facility in Hailey and expand drug and 
alcohol abuse programs for incarcerated 
youths. 

. Juveniles.would.be housed in an 
underused minimum-security adult 
facility convened for weekend juvenile 
stays. 

Werth applied for more than $40,000 
in federal money from the Edward 
Byrne Memorial Grant Program that 
would provide tutoring, individual drug 
and alcohol counseling, youth at-risk 
group counseling and other educational 
programs for juveniles housed at the 
new detention facility operated by the 
sheriff. 

Of the grant money, $14,000 is ear- 
marked for individual counseling for 
juveniles with serious substance-abuse 
problems, Werth said. 

He said the program should involve 
little additional f unding* from the coun- 
ty- 

“The idea is that we can use the exist- 
ing minimum-security facility and the 
sheriffs personnel to create a 48-hour 


minimum-security facility near the 
Hailey airport at a ratio of one office- to 
six juveniles. Often Twin Falls’ facilit y 
is full, so the new program would give 
courts more options in dealing with 
young offenders, Fernling said. 

Fending hopes to start the n rng r . rm in 
late May or early June. If the grant is 
awarded, juveniles will receive impor- 
tant substance-abuse counseling and- 
education. 

“Both the sheriff and I agree that we 
didn’t want lads just sitting around in 
detention," Werth said. “We plan to 
make them work in the community, to 
have them do school work with the help 
of tutors, and to educate them about 
alcohol and drug abuse during their 
weekends at the facility." 

The detention program has support 
from Blaine County courts, the board of 
co mm issi on ers, the school district, juve- 
nile probation and local police depart- 
ments. 

“At present there are no juvenile 
detention facilities in Blaine County, 
and the nearest detention facility 
requires a two-hour round trip for the

RUPERT - Households in 
Minidoka County by now should 
have received a brochure from the 
school district explaining the 
upcoming levy election. 

The district will ask voters April 
28 to approve a two-year levy that 
would provide the district with 
$928,000 each year, an increase 
from the $618,996 that taxpayers 
have been contributing. A 31- 
member committee of district resi- 
dents recommended the School 
Board put the levy before voters. 

The levy would be used to pay 
for expenses such as buses and 
vehicles; equipment; major build- 
ing maintenance such as new roofs; 
site improvements such as side; 
walk repair, and major irrigation’*, 
system repairs. The levy cannot be 
used to pay salaries, buy supplies 
or finance routine maintenance. 

Short-term levy 

Taxpayers have supported the 
district for the past 10 years with a 
plant facilities levy that provided 
nearly $620,000 each year. But 
that levy expires this year, and the 
district has opted to ask for a 
short-term levy that requires only 
a simple majority to pass. A 10- 
year levy for Minidoka schools 
would require two-thirds voter 
approval. 

. The two-year levy would buy 
time for the economy to improve 
before the district floats a bond 
issue proposal, said Norma 
Claridge, School Board chair- 
woman. 

“We have to do a bond election 
'eventually, just to get our schools 
up to par," Claridge said. . 

A levy is a tax that provides a 
district with a steady cash flow. It 
is different from a bond issue to 
borrow a lump of money to buy a 
big project such ns a new building. 
Property owners pay off bond 
debts and interest over a number 
of years. 

Minidoka schools have hired 
architects who are evaluating 
buildings and preparing a propos- 
al for major improvements down 
the road. 

What If the levy falls?

trict would need to delay mainte- 
nance on its aging buildings that 
date back to 1936. The district’s 
newest building is Paul 
Elementary School, built in 1980. 

"It’s just like your household, if 
you don’t have the monies, there 
are iust things you have To nut on 
hold,” said Lew Roberts, district 
operations administrator. 

Repairs become more costly the 
longer they are put on hold, he 

The district already is behind on 
maintenance, Claridge said. 

In August it demolished the 
original building at Pershing 
Elementary School, built in 1918, 
because it was deemed unsafe. 

. Computers and buses 

The district uses plant facilities 
money to buy buses and comput- 
ers, both deemed critical expens- 
es. 

The district owns 70 buses. The 
oldest it deploys for routes is a 
1985 model, but the district has 
buses dating back to 1979 for 


backups. 

- - - By the end of the school ycarr38 
percent of the fleet will have 
docked more than 100,000 miles, 
with 13 buses having exceeded 
the stale’s service recommenda- 
tion of 12 yearn. The state also rec- 
ommends buses with more than 
150,000 miles not be kept in the 
fleet. Eight will reach that mark 
by the end of tlie school year. 

That basically means the dis- 
trict is behind on its replacement 
schedule, said Lucky Bourn, trans- 
portation supervisor. 

"Even witii passage of the plant 
facility levy it’s not going to catdi 
us up, but it’ll at least help us stay 
status quo,” Bourn said. 

The levy paid this year for 
about half the cost of buying 
seven new buses. Tlie rest of the 
money came from the state, which 
places districts on a depredation 
sdtedulc. 

The levy also would help the 
district update its technology 
equipment - a crucial area to stay 
current because of students' 
needs, and because eventually 90 
percent of teachers must pass a 
state technology competency test. 

Most district dassroom comput- 
ers have been-oequired through 
parent groups or donations. It’s 
the district’s goal to provide at 
least one current computer in 
every classroom. The proposed 
levy, along with money from other 
sources, would allow tire district to 
meet that goal in three years. 

How much will It cost? 

The levy increase is not much 
considering it has been held at 
nearly $620,000 for the past 10 
years, Claridge said. 

The total levy rate for Minidoka 
County public schools actually has 
dropped. Property owners with a 
taxable property value of $50,000 
in 1993 paid nearly $330 a year, 
compared to nearly $230 this year. 
If the p, oposed levy passes, the 
total school tax would increase to 
$251 on 550,000 worth of taxable 
property. 

Minidoka County schools spend 
less per student than 95 percent of 
districts in the state and country, 
the district says. But the district 
still must maintain 12.5 acres of 
roof and flooring, 40 acres of play 
fields, 14.4 acres of blacktop and 
gravel, 70 buses and 10 schools.

Idaho provides on average 
$4,500 to educate one student a 
year, Fox said. That doesn’t mean 
all of that money will follow each 
student who attends a charter 
school. 

“How much each school will 
get depends on what they ask 
for,” Fox said. 

The state can advance 25 per- 
cent of a charier school's estimat- 
ed shore of state money in its first 


year to help with start-up costs. 
Schools can receive those pay- 
ments in July. 

Since the state has limited the 
number of charter schools that 
can open each year, people are 
working on a tight timeline to be 
first in line for approval, Fox said. 
School boards can approve char- 
ters as early as July 1. 

The national study reported 
that the number of charter 
schools in the country nearly dou- 


bled in 1996 to 428. The study 
found that 60 percent of charter 
schools at that time had fewer 
than 200 students. 

.The next phase of the national 
study will begin to assess achieve- 
ment of charter school students and 
the possible consequences of char- 
ter schools on American education.

i Study says lizard blood may kill Lyme bacteria 


; BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — An 

* as-yet unidentified heat-sensitive 
« protein in the blood of a common 
; lizard could explain why tick- 
; borne Lyme disease is less com- 
«. mon in California than in the 
‘ eastern United States. 

; Ticks which carry the disease 
; apparently can be cleansed of the 

. infection by dining on the blood of 
J the common western fence lizard, 

* according to a study by Robert 

* Lane, a University of California, 
t Berkeley, insea biologist 

i Lane said the lizard’s blood 
1 . apparently contains that uniden- 
J tifted protein capable of killing 

* the Lyme disease bacteria which 

* might otherwise be passed on 
1 when the tick bites a human host 

* “We’ve speculated on this for 


years, and now we have fairly 
good evidence that this is the 
case,” Lane said. 

Lane and colleague Gary 
Quistad conducted a series of lab- 
oratory experiments using young 
Lyme disease-infected deles and 
fence lizards. 

Eight years ago, Lone discovered 
the lizards appeared to be immune 
to Lyme disease despite infestation 
with tick nymphs. His latest 
research, published in the Journal 
of Parasitology, suggests why. 

The experiment^ first eliminat- 
ed the possibility the lizard’s 
immune system might somehow 
be neutralizing Lyme disease 
bacteria. * 

Test tube experiments found 
Lyme disease bacteria bathed in 


lizard’s blood died within one 
hour, control samples grown in 
mouse blood lasted three days. 

In another experiment, 
researchers boiled lizard blood 
and found it no longer killed the 
bacteria in a test tube. 

Researchers are now trying to 
determine the precise nature of 
the Lyme disease-killing protein, 
and perhaps determine if it can 
be used to create a treatment for 
the disease. 

California health officials long 
have been puzzled by the fact 
that Lyme disease is a relative 
rarity in the state, despite an 
abundance of ticks. Lane points 
out that there are no fence 
lizards in eastern areas with high- 
1 er Lyme disease rates.

What docs the class of 2001 
say about its future? We’ll start 
by providing some context to 
understanding the class's beliefs 
and attitudes. 

These young adults have 
grown up with no memory of the 
Vietnam War or Watergate, but 
they’ve lived in the shadow of 
the baby boomers who for the 
past 30 years have dominated 
the cultural and social land- 
scape. 

They are the last of the so- 
called Generation X-ers, and 
they are taking a somewhat dif- 
ferent tack on issues from their 
predecessors, the boomers. 

According to a survey by Louis 
Harris and Associates, members 
of the class of 2001 care about 
making money (business ranks 
first on their choice of college 
majors), but only 3 percent of 


them feel that money, buys hap- 
piness. Most are optimistic about 
their future (78 percent say “I 
am sure that someday I will get 
to where I want to be"). When it 
comes to religion, almost mine 
out of .10 believe in God (89 per- 
cent), and 74 percent believe in 
life after death. 

But when asked about how 
they spend a typical week, few 
of them indicate any time spent 
in religious activities, despite 
the fact that 57 percent say they 
attend religious services- (Did 
they forget what they do on 
Sunday, or was it merely an hour 
at church and out the door till 
next Sunday?) 

Granted, one class doth not a 
generation make. Still, yon have 
to wonder Will this be the class 
— the generation? — that sparks 
renewed interest in organized 
religion? Will these young peo- 
ple forgo the experimental 
brands of spirituality made pop- 
ular by the boomers and instead 
seek more traditional outlets for 
their beliefs?

Moderates signing the state- 
ment included the Rev. Jimmy 
Alien, the last moderate to be 
Southern Baptist Convention 
president, and the Rev. Charles 
Wade, immediate past president 
of the moderate-controlled 
Baptist General Convention of 
Texas. 

. The sratem^nr declared; “We 
will treat each other with mutu- 
al respect as brothers and sisters 
in Christ.” 

Whether that will happen is 
anybody’s guess. But perhaps it’s 
astan. 

The declaration also states: 
“We wffl reach out to all of our 
neighbors in a spirit of racial 
r econci lia tio n- We call on every 
Baptist church to form a partner- 
ship with a church of a different 
culture or ethnic group. We 
aii fiunt to exert our mpinmiim 
efforts u> end religious persecu- 
tion in all nations.” 

Patterson, now a seminary 
president In Wake Forest, N.C-,' 
has been tapped by key conserv- 
atives to be el ected new conven- 
tion president when the 
Southern Baptist Convention 
meetsm Jane. 

He said he enjoyed the meet- 
ing with Carter, a moderate who ’ 


has friends on both sides of the 
fence. 

— Jt Any time you have a meeting— 
with the former president of the 
United States, it’s significant," 
Patterson said. “Whether it will 
accomplish the goal President 
Carter has in mind, 1 don’t 
know." 

He described Carter as a very 
sincere man who has done much 
good. Bnt he couldn't resist a 
gentle jab. 

“I think President Carter is 
rather uninformed on the finer 
nuances of theology,” 
Patterson said. He noted that 
Carter is an admirer of famed 
theologian Rcinhold Niebuhr, 
whom Patterson thinks is too 
liberal. 

Carter admires Niebuhr, 
Patterson said, because of 
Niebuhr’s concern for the social 
order and fighting poverty. 

Although he may not be a the- 
ologian, Carter’s influence, even 
as a Sunday School teacher at 
his church, Maranatho Baptist in 
Plains, Ga., is widespread. 

So don't underestimate this 
one-time peanut farmer and for- 
mer president of the world's 
most powerful nation. He may 
even do the impossible — end 
the bitterly contentious civil war 
among his own Southern 
Baptists.
